KING COTTON—THE ROYAL NONESUCH 
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OUR GOVERNMENT'S FARM MADNESS PAYS A SUCCESSFUL INDUSTRY TO WRECK ITSELF 


If Americans, who pride themselves on their common sense, 
were told the following: 

‘That a big industry, one of the nation’s most important, 
is so successful in its operation that it gets twice as much 
product out of the same material as before, and has per- 
fected its whole technique so skillfully that it is almost 
completely automatic from start to finish and is so efficient 
that it could undersell any similar product made anywhere 
else on the globe . . . 

That the government, far from regarding this suce 
as proof of the industry’s ability to look after itself. in- 
sists on meddling in its affairs, giving it huge sul 
which it does not need, forcing it to produce too much— 
and at the same time holds its price so artificially high 
that the industry cannot compete with the rest of the world 
but is foundering in its own overproduction . . . 

Would Ame y that this makes sense, or would 
they say the whole thing is as crazy as a bedbug? 

Well, everythin z described above is true, has happened, 
is happe ning. The industry concerned is cotton—King Cot- 
ton, it used to be called, We believe most Americans are 
not aware of the absurdities that the government farm- 
subsidy program has created in U.S. agriculture. We be- 
lieve that if they were so aware, they would use their # 
ereign majesty to stop it. And since the most absurd of 
these absurdities is reflected in cotton, we herewith set 
down a few “do-you-knows” about it. Do you know that: 
> The technology of growing cotton has been so perfected 
that the man-hours required to grow a bale of cotton have 
dropped since 1930 from 260 hours to 108, and the aver- 
age yield per acre has risen from 157 pounds to 409 today? 
» The most efficient producers—mechanized farms on 
flat lands ideally suited to irrigation and cotton culture, 
as in Arizona—can produce up to 1,108 pounds per acre? 
> Krom start to finish, cotton culture is now chemically 
or mechanically controlled—high-yield seeds chemically 
treated to resist molds and insects are machine-inserted 
into ground prepared by soil looseners and nutrients, nour- 
ished by a dozen varieties of chemical fertilizers: the sprout 
fed with nitrate pellets, and sprayed with insecticides, and 
the boll de-leafed with chemical 
» This technology has become so increasingly efficient 
that no matter how much acreage allotments are cut back 
under the crop reduction program the crops keep right on 
increasing? 
> Cotton culture is so successful and efficient that 17.5 
million acres now yield more production (14,725,000 bale 
in 1955) than was grown on 43 million acres in 1930? 
> Instead of letting this very successful industry stand 
on its own feet, the way General Motors does, the govern- 
ment has so far lost a total of $1.7 billion in trying to keep 
it artificially regulated? That this year it will lose a total 
of about $265 million on this program, on top of $337 mil- 
lion lost last year? 
> The government grants “crop loans,” which guaran- 
tee a price of about 28¢ a pound and takes over whatever 
cotton the industry can’t sell? That the effect of this is to 
make it turn out far more than it can sell? That last year 
the glut was some 14 million bales, one and a half times 
as much as the nation’s normal (nine million bale) con- 
sumption and about half of the whole free world’s normal 
consumption? 
> To get rid of surpluses the farm-bloc congressmen, who 
swap their support for one another's favorite subsidies, 


lies 


have required the government to “dump” this cotton over- 
seas at prices far below the artificially frozen domestic 
price? That this form of economic warfare wipes out a great 
deal of the goodwill built up by other U.S. programs, such 
as foreign aid? That it is completely contrary to our an- 
nounced policy to work toward fair and free trade? 

» This cheap cotton, sold by the government at a loss, 
comes back in some part to the U.S. in the form of foreign 
textiles, made far cheaper than our domestic industry can 
make them, because the foreign makers can buy American 
cotton at less than cost? 


Well, it’s all true. The original purpose of cotton sub- 
sidies—to help the distressed small farmer—no longer 
makes sense. It keeps the marginal, uneconomic, hillside 
“patch” farmers turning out poor cotton that isn’t needed 
anyway. It keeps them at it when, if left to their own de- 
vices, ‘they could go to a town and work at a useful job. 

‘The really successful cotton farms—the big mechanized 
ones and the good medium-sized farms which still produce 
most of our cotton—could surely get along without help, 
eventually, if the industry was put on a basis of free com- 
petition and our prices left to find their own level. The 
business would quickly thin down to efficient operato 
who could produce all the cotton really needed, and at a 
profit. Yet the government last year laid out $1.4 million 
in crop loans to one of the biggest of all these corporate 
cotton industrialists, Mississippi’s Delta & Pine Land Co., 
a British stock company. 

This program is causing cotton to strangle itself to death. 
When the consumption of everything else in this growing 
land has been rising, cotton has been standing still by 
comparison. In 1930 it made up 85% of all fibers used by 
Americans: last year it made up only 66%. The sales of 
ynthetic fibers have soared by 1,000%—from one pound 
per person to 10 pounds, while cotton rose only from 
21 pounds to 26, or about 25%. 

Does any of this make any sense? We don’t think so. 
And it emphasizes the underlying nonsense of a large part 
of the farm program, on which Congress this week is debat- 
ing the spending of another $5 billion—one sixth of the 
whole nondefense budget, going to an industry in which 
only 7.3% of all Americans now make their living. 

To point out these hard facts is not to be “agin” the 
farmer. The nation needs farmers. But one inescapable 
fact is that farming is taking on many aspects of an indus- 
try—mechanized, automated, incorporated. The same tec! 
nological explosion that, in cotton, has made for bigness, 
increasing concentration and ever-increasing efficiency, has 
also taken place in all U.S. farming. The individual farmer 
with sufficient land and machinery has been able to keep 
abreast of it. We have every sympathy for the marginal, 
high-cost “little fellow” who is inexorably being crowded 
out, but is there any depression to justify keeping him on 
a dole? There is no likelihood of agricultural shortages 
either. The longer the 92.7% of the rest of us taxpayers 
keep him there by giving him money to stay in a busi- 
ness he can’t possibly succeed at, the longer will the whole 
farm picture stay in a needless and senseless mess. Some 
of the funds might be better used to help farmers relocate 
in a better business. 

If enough Americans squawk, 
to stop this silly business.

THE LACK OF LEONARDOS 


Though he is possibly the most famous artist of all time, Leonardo 
left litle of his work for the world to savor. The majority of experts 
agree on scarcely a half dozen paintings as authentic products of 
his own hand, But so revolutionary was Leonardo’s approach in ren- 
dering the subtle modulations of light and shadow, the fleeting mys- 
tery of human expressions and the atmospheric effects of landscapes, 
that he very quickly had a host of admiring followers who tried their 
hands at variations on the Da Vinci themes. 

Today hardly a year goes by without an announcement that a new 
Leonardo work has been found. Some, including most of the 43 ver- 
sions of the Mona Lisa, are probably copies of Leonardo originals 
made by artists of later periods. Others, supposed Leonardos, may 
well have been produced under the master’s spell when he was alive. 

Now, with the art market enjoying a tremendous boom, the supply 
of well-authenticated masterpieces is diminishing to a trickle and 
many uncertain paintings attributed to old masters are turning up for 
sale, To keep from getting stung, buyers today must focus on the 
quality of a picture, rather than on its label. For labels don’t mean 
everything—a fact the Detroit museum can bear out with striking ev 
dence. A painting labeled Raphael which the museum bought in 1935 
was later proved a fake and almost worthless. But a painting labeled 
Petrus Christus which Detroit bought in 1925 for $18,000 has been 
declared a Van Eyck worth $400,000. Satisfied that it now has a bar- 
gain Leonardo, Detroit feels it has come out well in its gambles on art.

A Drill that Goes Faster 
and Lessens Dental Pain 


by WILLIAM MILLER 


IFTEEN years ago Dr. Richard W. Page, a practicing den- 

tist and practical inventor in Chappaqua, N.Y., began trying 
to find a way to reduce the pain his patients suffered while 
having their teeth drilled. He approached this old problem of 
dentistry with a simple premise: if he could develop a highly 
efficient and very fast drill he might cut not only the duration 
of the pain but also its intensity. 

Dr. Page’s premise proved correct. He has perfected a drill 
with four speeds ranging from 15,000 to 200,000 rpm. five to 
40 times as fast as conventional drills. Many of the 2,000 
American dentists now using the device invented by Page have 
reported that the higher speeds, besides cutting the time the 
drilling must be endured, have also reduced the severity of 
the pain. Dr. Roderick A. McEwen of Atlanta, the first den- 
tist (aside from its inventor) to try it, declared in a recent 
issue of a dental magazine that Page’s drill is as important an

power drills which dentists once used. 

“Tt promises.” says a bulletin of the New York State Dental 
Society, “to bring a new concept of tooth structure removal to 
dentistry. ... Vibrations are greatly reduced, less heat generated 
and, most important of all, trauma [shock] to tooth structure 
lessened to a very considerable extent.” A leading expert on opera- 
tive dentistry says that the Page drill is superior to any piece of 
new dental equipment he has tried. 

Page’s is not the only innovation in dental drilling techniques. 
One new method, the “airbrasive,” adapts the techniques of sand- 
blasting to the drilling process. Another approach uses ultrason 
vibration together with a “slurry” of abrasive 
grate tooth structure. A Chicago dental manufacturing firm, like 
Page, has tackled the problem by trying to speed up existing drills, 
and the U.S. Navy's Dental School Laboratory at Bethesda, Md. is 
working toward the same end with turbine-operated drills. 

Page, a wiry man in his middle 40s, with curly, receding brown 
hair and bright blue eyes. happens to be my own dentist. Like his 
other patients among the 1.500 families in Chappaqua, a suburb 37 
miles north of Manhattan. { know him as a highly competent prac- 
titioner. But even more impressive are his boundless energy and 
the irrepressible mania for thinking up new gadgets which led him 
to develop not only the new drill but a number of other dental 
improvements as well. 

The first time I took one of my children to see him, a decade 
ago, he flipped a switch and an animated cartoon appeared on a 
screen above the dental chair. The child was only 2, an age at 
which any dental experience is usually attended by shrieks and 
screams. But my young daughter simply watched the movies in 
hypnotic fascination and scarcely seemed to be aware that any- 
thing was happening to her teeth, So my respect for Page, the 
gadgeteer, was high from the start. 

As I got to know him better in the months that followed, I 
came to realize that Page’s dental practice was merely a part of his

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work, and that he was spending perhaps another 50 hours of every 
week trying to develop various machines to improve dentistry. 

First he perfected a device which enables a dentist to brin, 
cither an air spray or a water spray, or both simultaneously 
the head of his drill without picking up a separate tool. The water 
jet flushes out the tooth debris, then the air instantly dries the 
surface so the dentist can see the work. 

Later I began to realize that Page’s dental chair was changing its 
shape and was a little different every time I came in. He had torn 
holes in the floor, inserted all sorts of large pipe, put in a motor 
here and a turntable there. By the time he was finished his dental 
chair was like none other. For one thing, instead of standing be- 
hind the patient Page was sitting on a comfortable padded chai 
with his arms at about the level of the patient’s shoulders. 
another, instead of raising the patient up and down in the chair, 
Page would simply press a foot pedal and the whole platform on 
which he sat would rise or descend, while the patient stayed put. 
Both his seat and the patient 
at arm’s reach, lay all the tools and materials he would need. One 
dental manufacturing company has pronounced Page's chair 50 
“years ahead of its time.” 

After a while rumors began to spread in Chappaqua that Page 
was using a new kind of drill that took much of the pain out 
of dental work because it was so wonderfully fast. He had told 
me about it and kept me posted on his progress and difficulties. 
Later he used it on me, and I thought the amount of drilling 
was remarkably reduced.

T last, after two years, he said it had been tried and proved 
by enough dentists to be manufactured and sold, so I sought 
more details. One evening he let me try it for myself. He took out 
some sterile teeth saved from previous extractions, and let me drill 
one with the conventional slow-speed drill, then a second with his 
high-speed apparatus. The first was like tackling a sidewalk with a 
pneumatic hammer; the second zipped through the enamel like a 
toothpick being pushed into butter. Then he drilled one of the 
dead teeth while I held it against one of my own front teeth, so I 
could feel the vibration. The old-style drill made my jaw shudder, 
but with the other I felt no vibration whatever. In a few seconds 
he had drilled halfway through the specimen tooth. The older- 
type drill had scarcely made a dent after much heavier pounding.

SELF-DESIGNED OFFICE in which Dr. Page carries on his practice has a 
movable chair for himself and a fixed chair for patients, special overhead 
lights and a curved cabinet to keep his dental instruments within his reach, 
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Page has been mechanically inclined since childhood. As a boy 
he built one toy car that had a three-speed transmission and was 
operated by a clock spring and another that was remote-controlled 
and ran by an electric motor. He was planning to be an engineer 
until a visit to the dentist during high school convinced him that 
here was a profession that would offer him the two opportunities 
he wanted most—to be his own boss and to work with his hands. 
Even before his graduation from New York University’s Dental 
School in 1933 (with a bronze plaque for the highest scholastic 
year), he had invented his first dental in 
provement: a simple, efficient porcelain clamp. After he set up 
practice he found time to work on inventions during evening 
hours and over the weekends. 

When he first began to step up the speed of dental drills, he 
tried a radical departure, switching from the conventional belt 
and gear drives to the technique of turbine propulsion. He set a 
of tiny vanes, like those used in jet engines, into the head of 
his drill and employed compressed air to make them whirl at 
20,000 rpm. But Page discovered what seemed to 
him a serious flaw in turbine drives: when it was used with any- 
thing more than very light pressure the turbine drill would “stall” 
—that is, it simply would not grind at all.

AGE then tried increasing the speed delivered by standard belt- 
driven drills. The top speed of such drills was about 6,500 rpm. 
If they went any faster they became overheated. 

‘This speed limitation derives from the drill design. About 80% 
of dental drilling—all except that done straight against the face of 
a tooth—has to be done from an awkward angle requiring a drill 
head that is offset by almost 90°. Power for this angled drill head 
is brought by a belt-pulley to the rear end of the handpiece, and 
from there is transmitted to the drill by gears, as in an automobile 
power transmission. The amount of speed is limited by the size 
of the gears that can be enclosed in such a tiny handpiece. More- 
over, if the friction gears go too fast they become too hot to handle.

A ‘new threshold’ in dentistry 


UT there is little question that for most people the Page-Chayes 
drill (named for its inventor and for Herbert Chayes, the dental 
manufacturer Page got to produce it) will prove a boon. Among 
the dentists now using it many report that at speeds above 80,000 
rpm. the actual perception of pain notably lessens, partly because 
of the remarkable lack of vibration.

plied before drilling. It did not prove effective and after a short 
while nothing more was heard of it. 

Perhaps the most widely discussed developments of more recent 
years have been the airbrasive and ultrasonic drills. Both have 
been praised by some dentists, criticized by others. The airbrasive 
device invented by Dr. Robert B. Black is fast and effective, but 
some dentists dislike it because it lacks pinpoint control. ‘The 
ultrasonic drill developed by the Cavitron Equipment Corporation 
offers such control and is also noiseless and less painful than the 
conventional drill. But it is sometimes criticized because it can be 
used in only about 80% of a dentist's normal operations—for 
example, it is comparatively inefficient when employed to cut a gold 
inlay or remove soft decay. Also, the abrasive slurry that it re- 
quires often makes it difficult for the dentist to see what he is doing. 

While the airbrasive and ultrasonic drills are awaiting the final 
verdict of the dental profession, other dental tinkerers are compet- 
ing with Page on his own terms by seeking faster drills. ‘The Mid- 
west Dental Manufacturing Co. has been trying to speed up the 
old geared mechanisms. By employing ball bearings to minimize 
heat and wear, Midwest achieved speeds of 40,000 rpm and higher. 
A | lubricating technique later brought speeds to 125,000 rpm. 

fhe U y’s Dental School Laboratory at Bethesda, Md., 
tackling the problem the same way Page originally did—using 
turbines—now has a drill with reported speeds up to 200,000 rpm. 
Midwest also is experimenting with this approach. John V. Borden 
of Washington, D.C. has perfected still another turbine drill called 
“airsonic” which achieves a speed equal to that of the Navy drill. 
However, Page still believes that the turbine drill’s tendency to 
stop under normal hand pressure will remain a major drawback 
to further development. 

Meanwhile, Page’s drill is finding increasing acceptance in 
the dental profession. More than $600,000 worth were sold last 
year. Still, there are at least 90,000 dentists in the U.S. who do 
not yet own the new drill. If one out of three bought Page’s hand- 
piece, he could easily become a very rich man. 

But like many another pioneer, Page ha 
martyr to the progress he has helped create. The only way he could 
test the painlessness of h pes was to work on his 
own teeth. By now he has drilled them so short that, as he puts it,

Claus. It impresses lawyers too, but they never him for Santa. 
To them he is one of the fast-vanishing fire-and-brimstone judges 
with a national reputation for righteous wrath and independence. 
Three years ago Barnes ruled that in 1934 gangster Roger (‘‘the ter- 
rible’”) Touhy was railroaded to jail.

Though the judge has mellowed with age, lawyers still find him 
a firebrand on the bench. They admire his honesty but complain he 
is arbitrary in his decisions. *‘If a man is arbitrary, Barnes, * 
is not the worst thing. The most important quality in a judge is the 
courage to hold the scale even between your friend and a man you 
dislike, to be unafraid of offending the powerful, to do the unpopu- 
lar thing—in short, not to be human.” Born on a Pennsylvania farm 
(‘All country boys who become lawyers want to be judges,” he 
says), Barnes gave up a $60,000-a-year law practice in 1931 to 
accept the $10,000-a-year (now $25,000) federal judgeship, has 
never been sorry. A judge’s responsibility for seeing that justice 
is done is not a burden to Barnes. He says, “‘I have considerable 
confidence in my own opinion—like any lawyer worth his salt. And 
a judge who is true to his conscience doesn’t lie awake at night.”

Prob- 
ably never before in U.S. education have so many strange bedfellows, 
culturally speaking, been put together as have been at UCLA. Some 
5,000 students, a third of U total enrollment, are taking courses 
i industrial design, da movies, dramatics, television, sculp- 
inting and other allied arts. And 1,600 of these students are 
making the arts their major field of study. 

This impulse towards the arts, which is felt at many other American 
state universities, reflects the whole nation’s rising interest in the field. 
But at UCLA the interest is intensely practical. While some students

make-up, make ceramic figurines 
and geodesic kites. They are doing it not only for intellectual enrichment 
but. hopefully, for plain profit. 

The faculty is mindful that UCLA could become a glorified trade 
school. They realize their responsibility to a mass of students who want 
to learn the ways and means of earning a better living but also want to 
lead a fuller life. While UCLA is fast becoming a cultural boom town— 
it aims to accommodate 25,000 students within 10 years—its professors 
know a university must also be a citadel of learning. It should serve 
both the immediate need of the student and his deeper need to be an in- 
formed, responsible and creative member of society. This is a tall order, 
which is at the heart of many controversies about education. How UCLA 
strives to fill this order is examined on these and the following pages.

| ‘The officers and engineers who gathered at Edwards Air Force Base in Cali- 
fornia one morning last month could scarcely believe their eyes. The 
jet plane they had come to see had no landing gear. Instead of standii 
on a runway, it dangled from its yellow-colored launching platform like 
some monstrous bat. Its pilot stared straight up into the sky. The power- 
ful jet engine in its tail roared straight down at the ground and sent 
stray pebbles whipping like bullets across the field. 

The plane slowly lifted itself off the platform and backed away, bal- 

ancing itself on its powerful jet exhaust like a ballet dancer (see cover). 

Then it climbed straight up and nosed over into conventional flight 

(p. 138). When the flight was over, it backed down to the ground for a 


landing, The whole demonstration took only 20 minutes but it made 
aviation history: 3 Vertijet, the world’s first jet VTOL (vertical 
take-off and landi raft, had completed its first full flight. Last week 


these pictures of the event were released by the Air Force. 
Radical as it looked, the X-13's performance was based on a simple 
ciple: the plane’s weight (which is secret) is less than the thrust of 
its engine. At full throttle the X-13 is propelled through the air like any 
jet plane, But when the power is cut back to the proper point, the jet 
blast is just strong enough to balance the plane’s weight in mid-air in a 
stationary position.

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NEW TOSS-BOMBING TECHNIQUE 


The most up-to-date technique of dropping bombs is called “toss- 
bombing.” Instead of coming in level, the plane goes into a steep climb 
before it reaches the target. It tosses the bomb outward and upward 
and then noses over into a back half-loop to escape enemy fire and the 
blast of its own bomb. At Eglin two fighters and a light intruder bomb- 
er demonstrated how it is done.

A LONG STRIKE’S HUMAN 


THROWN 


PORCE AND PRESTIGE OF HIS INTERNATIONAL UNION BEHIND STRIKERS, U.A.W. PRESIDENT WALTER REU 


R ATTACKED HERBERT KOHLER 


Neither side stands to win the battle of Kohler, which for more than three 


N enormous mess, not just an everyday, run-of-the-mine botch, 
requires good, strong men to produce. Weak men lack the cour- 
age and tenacity of purpose, the dignity and above all the individual- 
ism to produce a well-nigh hopeless shambles. Consequently what is 
happening in Sheboygan County, Wis., and radiating outward from 
there to all corners of the nation. is a rare thing. Let there be no 
doubt about it: these men are the salt of the earth, the backbone of 
America, and the mess is a large one. 

The mess is a labor dispute involving the wealthy, family-owned 
Kohler Company, second largest manufacturer of plumbing ware in 
the U.S., and the United Automobile Workers, the second largest un- 
ion. The U.A.W.’s Local 833 has been on strike against Kohler for 
more than three years, having begun the fourth year on April 5. This is 
by far the longest and bitterest major strike in the nation, and there is 
still no indication as to how, when, or whether it may ever end. 


What makes the strike so prolonged and so difficult to settle is the 
fact that it is not about wages or hours or pensions or hospitalization 


plans or any other issue that lends itself to arithmetical compromise. 
Tt is about principles. And they are not the tepid, flaccid principles 
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so frequently encountered today but good old-fashioned ones in- 
volving no less than human rights and dignity. 

There is nothing old-fashioned about the way the strike is being 
fought. The principal weapon, still not perfected and still fairly inef- 
i ay be the industrial hydrogen bomb of the future, a fearful 
device that had always been possible but only became really practical 
when the CIO. and the A.F. of L. merged into one super-union in 
1955. The device is a boycott, not local or regional but nationwide, 
which the striking union, with the help of organized labor throughout 
the US., dropped on the Kohler Company a little over a year ago. 

The potential power of such a weapon is enormous: when and if it, 
is fully developed it will be capable of destroying any corporation in 
the country, even the largest and wealthiest. It will also be capable 
of destroying any union, since the ruin of an employer is also the 
ruin of his employes. 

In point of fact the boycott is not destroying the company—yet— 
although it is doubtless causing some trouble and loss of profit. How- 
ever, if the boycott is pressed into the indefinite future, and if the 
U.A.W. pumps more money and manpower into it, it may indeed

Stubborn independence, perhaps a little slow to be asserted but 
asserted with emphasis when at last it is, is a prime ingredient in 
the Sheboygan personality—which is to say, in the personalities 
of the Kohler strikers. But the identi val i ingredient is also promi- 
nent in the personality of the strikers’ archopponent, Herbert V. 
Kohler, president and board chairman of the company. He too 
stems from the rugged Teutonic stock and he too, even at the age 
as tough as an oak post. There may be minor differences in 
education and other matters, but the principal difference between 
Herbert V. Kohler and the strikers is that Herbert V. Kohler has 
all the money. Exactly how much money he has is no one’s busi- 
ness, but his personal wealth runs well into the millions and the 
tangible net worth of his company is about $40 million. 

The Kohler family has been prominent in Wisconsin polities, two 
Kohlers having held the governorship— Walter J. Kohler, Herbert's 
half-brother, in 1929-30, and Walter J. Kohler Jr., Herbe half- 
nephew, in 195 The Kohler Company has also done its part 
in philanthropies, having given large sums to Sheboygan churches 
over the years and having donated so much to the local hospital 
that a new wing was named Kohler Pavilion. “Nobody says Herb 
is a bad-hearted man.” one of the strikers observes.

In reply, Herbert V. Kohler stoutly maintains that it is the union 
which practices dictatorship, the union which tries to tell him how 
ind that this is a damnable outrage. 

‘The Kohler Company was founded by Herbert's father, John M. 
Kohler, in 1873, Herbert V. Kohler has been working full time in 
the company ever since 1914, and much of its growth and success 
is attributable to his hard work. Is there, he asks, something wrong 
with success and the accumulation of wealth? Is there some good 
reason why some outsider should move into his plant and tell him 
what to do—particularly those “left-wingers” from Detroit, who 
run the international union, and who ought to stay home and keep 
their noses out of the little family quarrel in Sheboygan? 

The little family quarrel has been simmering for many years. 
When the grandfathers of Sheboygan came to America they brought 
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with them the memory of the landlord-peasant relationship they 
had known in Germany, They had rebelled against this relation- 
ship in its harshest form, but were not unwilling to accept it in a 
watered-down version. At the Kohler Company they slipped into 
it easily, and a long time passed before they began to think there 
was anything uncomfortable or undignified about it, There were, 
in the old days, no summer vacations for shop workers, but the 
company did see that every married man got a goose for Christmas, * 
and every single man a wallet or a pocketknife. Hours were long, 
were low, but if a man died, the company saw that his 


As long ago as 1913 the then president of the company, Walter 
J. Kohler, began to build a model community in which Kohler 
employes might live. This was an advanced, indeed a radical, 
thing for management to do. Moreover the model community was 
no drab “company town.” It was and still is a handsome, land- 
scaped village of 500 homes, close beside the plant, It is shown on 
Wisconsin maps as the village of Kohler andl ‘abcound for ths 
company’s trade name, Kobler of Kobler. 

“Sure it’s a fine place,” says a striker. “But there was a catch 
to it. Today there are 10 supervisors for every production worker 
living there. But even in the old days there was a catch. If you 
didn't behave the way the boss wanted, they'd throw you out of 
your home. That's a strong grip to have on a man—not only his 
job but his home too. 

The Kohler Company introduced a pension plan somewhat in 
advance, at least chronologically, of the rest of industry. In 
this instance too there were signs of a breakaway from old-world 
conditions, But today the pension plan is one of the union’s 
talking points when it sets out to attack Kohler. In a U.A.W. 
strike publication, for example, there are of an elderly

“They keep books on us’ 
ONE of thestrikers questions the necessity for discipline or the 
right of the management to enforce it; it is only the manner of 

enforcement that rankles. “They keep books on us like FBI files,” 

a striker says. “I'm not kidding, I mean real books. John Smith 

spent six minutes in the washroom. Bill Green made a dirty crack 

about the second supervisor in the pottery. Everything you do or 

y goes down in the books, even loud talking or laughing too 


much, The way the company punishes you is by transferring you. 
appose you've got a nice clean daytime job at high pay. I 
mean high for Kohler, maybe $2.30 an hour. You tell a joke the 


foreman doesn’t think is funny, and all of a sudden you're on the 
night shift, and you've got a black mark on you, they're gunning 
for you, Next thing you know you're working in the foundry at 
a worse job, ma’ $2.00 an hour. It’s hotter than hell in the 
foundry, but not hot enough, so they put you in the pottery. 
Did you ever work around a kiln at 2,400°, Buster? For maybe 
$1.85 an hour? Then they pull you off that and make you a 
sweeper, 30 an hour—you can’t do a thing about it, except 
quit. A young guy, he can quit, but I’ve seen_men way past 60, 
guys who used to have good jobs, pushing brooms on the night 
shift. They can’t quit because nobody else will hire them.” 

In almost all of U.S. industry today, grievances arising from 
iplinary transfers and the downgrading of elderly men are sub 
mitted to arbitration. There are clauses providing for arbitration, 
not only of transfer cases but of various other grievances, in 
approximately 93% of the labor contracts now in force. The Kohler 
Company, however. will not agree to arbitration. Herbert V. Koh- 
ler takes the view that arbitration is a surrender of management's 
function. 

The Kohler workers have been trying for more than 25 years to 
force some sort of satisfactory grievance-arbitration mechanism on 
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then the company’s president, was the only man allowed to enter the factory. 
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the management. In the early 1930s many of them joined an A.F. 
union which recruited in the plant, hoping to achieve a position of 
strength from which to negotiate. The management opposed the 
union; a strike and a bloody battle ensued. In July 1934 there was 
1 riot outside the gates of the plant which was quelled with tear gas 
ind gunfire, resulting in the death of two men and the wounding of 
28 others, all strikers or spectators. The A.F.L, union was broken. 

In the middle 1930s a “company union,” the Kohler Workei 
Association, was formed with the encouragement of the man: 
ment. The KWA had no affiliation with any outside group. It also 
had no strength.

‘The motivation of the Kohler workers in joining the U.A.W. can- 
hot be overstressed. It was not because they were interested in 
advanced politico-economic theories; the phrase “class struggle” 
lo them was something that might be applied to a high school ball 
ume. It was not because they we y for more money; their 
pay was not high by the standards of Detroit or Gary, but it was 
yood for the Sheboygan area and they were reasonably content 
with it. All they ted to do was to get the foremen off their 
backs. This required that they go out and get a big, husky friend to 
help them, If the big, husky nd had some advanced ideas, th 
workers were not concerned. They just wanted muscles. 

The first contract negotiated between the Kohler Company and 
U.A.W. Local 833, as the new union was numbered, ran for a period 
of one year and expired early in 1954. It did not have an arbitra 
clause that satisfied the union members, having been negotiated 
rather gingerly. Neither side was anxious, at the outset, to provoke 
1 fight. But before the contract expired both sides served notice

A final, odd circu 


IEFORE the demands of the union and the replies of the man- 

agementare brought up, there is a final bit of circumstance that 
should be pointed out.

As anyone who has tried to run even a lemonade stand knows, 


these are demands, and Kohler’s description of them as a 
collective outrage may make a great deal of sense. Mingled with 


them were other, more reasonable demands concerning wages and 
pensions, and the eminently reasonable demand concerning arbi- 
tration. However the company’s reply. in sum, was a firm no, now 
and forever. to everything. 

When the strike hegan some 2,600 of the 
walked out. (The remaining 1.600 included supervisory 
executiv al workers and nonunion members.) mi 
line was thrown around the plant, in violation of both state and 
federal law. and the company was completely out of production 
for 51 days. When the picket line was reduced to 
nonunion men went back to work, and soon a large for 
breakers was taken on, mostly from nearby rural areas. Within a 
few months the plant was again producing at nearly full capacity. 
Th er the plant is still producing, with perhaps 2,000 
inside, and the pickets still outside. 


Supporting the strikers 


R the stri 
ne of the m 


breakers moved in, the U.A.W. undertook 
expensive financial ventures in U.S. labor his- 
iory. Drawing on its large strike fund (currently $22 million), 
which is constantly maintained by contributions from the 1.3 mil- 
lion members of the international union, the U.A.W. began to sup- 
port all of the strikers and their families. A system of allowan 
was establi in which each striker was paid a week for food 
for himself and his wife, with an additional $3 for each child. All or 
part of the striker’s rent, or the interest on his mortgage, was paid 
by the union. In addition, each striker re ed $25 per week to 
cover routine living expenses. 

The U.A.W. supported the strikers for two years, pumping 
about $10 million into Sheboygan (local merchants. who might 
have been ruined by the strike, have never felt its full impact). 
Last April, the Kohler Company having shown no signs of sur- 
render, the union terminated the support plan and began to find 
jobs for the strike ‘oday only about 300 strikers are carried on 
the union’s support rolls. enough to maintain the picket line and 
perform other work connected with the strike. All others are now 
supporting themselves. Many commute to work in Milwaukee. others 
have quit the union and gone back to work at Kohler. and some 
have moved out of Sheboygan forever. In all, nearly 200 families 
have taken the latter course, a lonesome road for people whose 
roots lay deep in the community. 

‘The end of the support plan’ merely marked a change in union 

: the rapid expansion of the boycott. 

The boycott functions like a sales organization in reverse. The 
union has divided the nation into 12 unsales territories, in each 
of which hard-working, full-time unsalesmen constantly call on 
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potential Kohler customers, trying to unsell them on the Kohler 
line. The union’s unsalesmen are instructed not to threaten any- 
one, although there are those who see an implied threat in their 
very appearance on the scene. The unsalesmen merely say, “Don’t 
buy Kohler.” never, “Don’t buy Kohler—or else.” Of course, 
there are building contractors who have jumped to conclusions. 
Recently in Los Angeles, for example, a contractor canceled an 
order for $100,000 Poth of Kohler plumbing fixtures, on the 
und that it might take his plumbers too long to install them. 
They have to install them,” he says, “because that’s the law. But 
you take a union plumber who can set seven or eight toilets a day. 

Tf he’s—well—unfamiliar with Kohler ware, maybe he can only 
set three or four a day. I can go broke that way.” 

The union’s unsalesmen have an unsales talk directed at c 
sumers as well. “These bathtubs, lady,” they say, “are made by 
what you might call scabs, who don’t know their ears from their 
Just ignorant farmers, mostly. Now, you've seen a ring 
around a bathtub. lady—but wait'll you see the ring that can form 
around this bathtub. You can grow mushrooms in it, 

Direct mail also plays an important part in the boycott. The 
U.A.W. maintains a large clerical staff in Sheboygan, which in the 
past year has sent out more than one million pieces of mail to 
contractors, architects and consumers. Moreover, almost every 
union publication in the country has received, and printed, news 
releases about the boycott. 

"The boycott?” says the Kohler Company's Lyman Conger. 

“Why, it’s not hurting us a bit, It’s helping us. It helps us for the 
obvious reason that it makes people angry. Nobody wants to be 
told what to buy and what not to, That turns people against the 
union, and they get so they insist on Kohler products.” 

In reply to the unsalesmen’s claim that strikebreaker-made 
Kohler products are somehow inferior, Conger points to the rate 
of complaints lodged with the company concerning faulty goods. 
Today, he says, the percentage of complaints is lower than it 
was before the strike. 

Without an acetylene torch it is impossible to obtain the com- 
pany’s financial figures. However, the company files annual tax 
returns with the state of Wisconsin, and on the basis of these it 
would seem that the boycott has not yet had any “wrecking” ef- 
fect. For 1956, during the last eight months of which the boycott 
was in full swing, the company paid $336.856 in state income 
tax. For 1953, the last full year before the strike began. it paid 
$390,508. The difference of $53,652 may indicate some loss be- 
cause of the boycott. or y merely reflect a normal increase 
in the company’s production costs. In any case it scareely reveals 
a staggering drop in gross income. Today the union contends that 
the boycott is just beginning to operate effectively, and that the 
1957 figures will show that Kohler’s gross sales are more than 50% 
below the pre-strike level. In the past few months, the union 
carload shipments from the plant have fallen from a pre-strike 
monthly average of 264 to a current 130, and the production 
man-hours per week have dropped from 155.161 to 78,225. This 
the company firmly denies. When the 1957 tax return is finally 
available—and if the company does not later apply for a rebate— 
someone's contention will look rather feeble. 


‘People,’ a rusty word 


A the bottom of all the figures, buried under the claims and 
counterclaims, demands and refusals, speeches, broadcasts 
and written reports, there are some people. “People” is a rusty 
word in this business, so little used that it almost requires defini- 
tion. However, with a little effort the principals in the dispute may 
recall what people are: the ones with the holes in their shoes, the 
higher vertebrates who bleed when they cut themselves shaving, 
and upon occasion are capable of thought and tears. 

Frederick Kuehlmann fits the definition. He is 52 years old. has 
lived in Sheboygan all his life and worked for Kohler for 30 years. 
He is still worl ing for Kohler, which makes him a scab, as the 
strikers say. He is not a big man, but wiry and well made. For the 
past 15 years he has been severely afflicted with arthritis. He 
works in the Kohler shipping department at a clerical job that re- 
quires little physical effort. 

Kuehlmann did not join the U.A.W. when it unionized the 
plant. “I had nothing against it,” he says. “I just never joined it. 
Quite a few guys never joined it.” Primarily Kuehlmann wanted 
to stay out of trouble: “At my age, and with arthritis, do you think 
T could get a job anywhere if I got fired or went on strike?” Kuehl- 
mann must support his wife, his youngest son and a teen-aged 
daughter. He has two older sons, but they now support themselves. 
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1 OF VIOLENCE, Mrs. Fred Kuehlmann, whose husband did not 
. holds jar of paint like those thrown into house, spattering wall (left). 
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As soon as KuehImann returned to work at Kohler, which he did 
in 1954 shortly after the mass picket line was removed, he began 
to have trouble. Some of his old friends stopped speaking to him. 
One morning as he drove to work he noticed what he thought was 
rainwater on the hood and fenders of his car, which he had left 
outdoors all night. It turned out to be sulphuric acid. “A little 
while after that,” he says, “they slashed all my tires. I got some 
new tires and they slashed them too. They did it four times.” 

For the first two years of the strike Kuehlmann’s phone rang 
constantly at night. “I mean late at night, like about 2 o'clock. 
They must have called me at least 150 times. I'd pick up the phone 
and there'd be a voice, ‘You dirty, rotten, lousy, yellow scab.” 
They'd never say who they were. 

“We used to live in an apartment above a store,” Kuehlmann 
says. “But I saved my money and I bought this old house. A real 
wreck. But my older boy: ad I worked « on it for half a year and 
we fixed it up good, We just had it finished, pine paneling and a 
wall-to-wall carpet and everything my wife and I always wanted. 
was sitting in the living room, smoking a cigaret and admiring 
the place about 11 o'clock at night. My wife was in bed already. 
was sitting there, and then Bang! Bang! Three quart jars full of 
red paint busted through the windows and smashed all over the 
place. I don’t want to hurt anybody. I just want to make a living.” 

Kuehlmann’s case is typical of many in Sheboygan. Today the 
violence and vandalism have largely disappeared, there having been 
no serious cases since late in 1956, but the memory and the 
expectancy of them are always present. 


An old Sheboygan resident 


I Breiratuer is 42. He lives with his wife Beulah and their 
three children in a small house on the outskirts of Sheboygan. 
He built the house, which is of brick, with his own hands, having a 
great deal of energy and desire to get on in the world. Breirather’s 
family has been established in the Sheboygan area for a long time. 
His father worked for Kohler for many years, and Breirather him- 
self had been employed there for 20 years prior to 1954. He some- 
times makes a point of this in conversation because it amuses 
him that Kohler executives should say, as they sometimes do, 
that the trouble in Sheboygan is caused by outsiders. 

Breirather is one of the strikers who are still supported by the 
union, He is chief steward of Local 833 and has an important job 
in the boycott. The supervisor of the entire operation is Donald 
Rand, an international representative of the U.A.W. whose office 
is in Detroit. Rand comes to Sheboygan only once a week, and in 
his absence Breirather is in charge. 

Before the strike Breirather worked about 45 hours a week at 
Kohler and made about $80. Today he works fully 70 hours a week 
and can barely exist on the money the union pays him. He lives 
mainly on boiled dinners and tenacity, and it pains him to see his 
children deprived of the things he might have given them. After 
three years of strike he does not enjoy thinking about thesfature; 
sometimes he can see the trouble in Sheboygan stretching beyond 
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UNION OFFICER Leo Breirather, chief steward of Local 833, uses his 
spare time to work on a Bratwurst fryer in backyard of home he built himself. 
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the horizon. “Last Christmas,” he says, “we had a little party here 
for the strikers and their kids. After it was over, some of the 
strikers got to talking about mistakes we'd made in planning the 
party, and I heard one of them say, ‘Next Christmas we'll do it 
differently.’ And I thought to myself—My God!” 

Breirather is at heart a constructive, solid citizen—the brick 
house perhaps is a token of this. He wants to build something, not 
to destroy anything. He knows that if his work in the boycott 
eventually succeeds he will ruin the company, and thus remove 
the principal source of employment in the area for men like him- 
self. He knows that as he tries to strangle Kohler he strangles 
Breirather, but he will not and cannot quit. A student of Greek 
tragedy would feel at home in Sheboygan. , 

Breirather is willing to talk in detail about the strike and to be 

uoted publicly. Other strikers are not. There is good reason for 
this. Whenever Breirather or any other striker makes a remark 
which receives public attention, researchers employed by the 
Kohler Company transcribe it and swear an affidavit concerning 
it. On the basis of hundreds of such affidavits—enough, quite 
literally, to fill four large volumes—the company has compiled a 
blacklist of 89 individuals who are never under any circum. 
stances to be re-employed if and when the strike ends. Breirather 
is one of the 89, and has nothing more to lose. 

“T’m on that list,” says Breirather, “because I’m chief steward 
of the union. Kohler says he isn’t trying to smash the union, but 
by some coincidence the 89 names on that list include the presi- 
dent, the vice president and all the other officers of the union, 
along with the committee heads and everyone else who’s held an 
important union job.” 

The problem of re-employment for the strikers has become, 
after arbitration, the second real issue of the strike. Herbert 
Kohler, in hiring strikebreakers for his plant, gave them a promise 
that they would never be replaced by returning strikers when the 
dispute is at last settled. Today there are perhaps 1,500 strikers, 
working at temporary or permanent jobs elsewhere, who would 
return to Kohler after an honorable settlement. However, the 
company maintains that it cannot rehire them, and will not rehire 
the 89 blacklisted men. 

In negotiations the union has indicated that this is not an 
insoluble problem. There is a fairly brisk labor turnover at Kohler, 
and if the returning strikers are placed on a preferential hiring 
list and given jobs as soon as jobs become available, this might 
take care of the situation, so long as Kohler acts in good faith and 
does not unreasonably delay the rehiring. As for the 89 special 
cases, the union again mentions the dreadful word, arbitration.

KOHLER STRIKE contnueo 


Not all are union officers. Some no doubt have been guilty of 
violence and should not be rehired. The arbitrators can settle that. 

There have been countless negotiating sessions since the strike 
began, and there were many beforehand. All manner of men have 
tried to mediate—various political wheels, members of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board, and Herbert's half-nephew Walter, 
who was governor of Wisconsin when he made the attempt. (Uncle 
Herbert replied to nephew Walter in a public letter of some 1,000 
well-chosen words, the substance of which was, “Don’t bother 
me, boy.”) The most recent attempt at conciliation was made by 
three nationally prominent clergymen—Father John F, icone 
Rabbi Eugene Lipman and Reverend Dr. Cameron P. Hall—who 
managed to get union and company representatives to attend 
exploratory talks in Chicago, New York and Sheboygan early this 
year. But last April 26, when the talks began to take a specific 
turn, the mediation attempt collapsed in an outburst of recrimi- 
nation from both sides. No further talks are scheduled. 

The big union brass from Detroit has long since receded from 
the remarkably tough position that so outraged Herbert Kohler at 
the outset. Today the strike could be settled on these terms: insert 
a standard arbitration clause in the contract; set up a mechanism 
for rehiring the strikers within a reasonable time; and arbitrate 
the 89 special cases. Thus it seems that Herbert Kohler has gained 
an edge over “big labor,” which in recent years has not been in 
the habit of losing arguments. Today big labor is in a defensive 
posture because of the changing currents of public opinion and the 
operations of that singularly sad apple, Dave Beck of the Team- 
sters. Walter Reuther and Emil Mazey may not in the immediate 
future find it wise or convenient to throw enough men and money 
into the boycott to make it a real buster. 

Herbert Kohler, therefore, is in a position of strength and, in 
some quarters, honor. His conservative colleagues are delighted to 
see any union lose any argument, and a great many middle-of-the- 
road Americans are not displeased to see big labor receive an oc- 
casional belt in the chops. Keeps things from getting monotonous. 

But some settlement remains to be made between Herbert Koh- 
ler and “little labor,” the decent, courageous men who worked in 
his plumbing factory and struck because their sense of personal 
dignity demanded it. Such a settlement cannot be made unless 
Kohler himself accepts a measure of defeat. And there they stand— 
a partial winner who must take some loss, and a loser who must be 
given some gain. Neither side can “win” the strike in any clear-cut 
fashion. At the moment the company is ahead, but times change. 
If the strikers cannot be given peace with honor, then the dispute 
will drag on bitterly, interminably, fruitlessly.
